ABOUT THE 
WESTERN CROPS 


Heat Damaged Manitota Wheat But 
Not Seriously. 


(Special to the Bulletin) 


Winnipeg, Aug. 23.—The weekly crop 
report issued by the C.P.R. shows that 
in practically all sections cutting has 
been done, in some as much as 90 per 
cent, The average amcunt cut is 50 
per cent. In Brandon, Lyleton, York- 
ton and Russell sections considerable 
damage from hot winds and rain storms 
is reported. Intense heat in these parts 


caused shrinkage but few sections are} 


affected. Rain storms following the hot 
wave tended to lodge the heavier grain 
causing loss in places visited by it. 
There are enough laborers to harvest 
the immence crop, and these have been 
judiciously advised as to the places in 
need of men so that no sections have 
been neglected. 

Premier Roblin got. bac kfrom a two 
days journey through the grain fieids 
with the grainmen’s excursion. ‘‘There 
is no doubt whatever’ said the Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, ‘from my own ob- 
servation and from reports that have 
reached my department that excessive 


heat has done quite a lot of damage, 
to the crop. How could it be other- 


wise? Such heat as we had could 
hardly fail to scortch anything, to say 
nothing of wheat in the milk stage. 
However, I do not anticipate that the 
damage will be serious. Shrivelling 
may affect the yield two or three bush- 
els to the acre, but we need not wor-
